Subordinating Conjunctions: 


Subordinating conjunctions allow and introduce a subordinating or dependent clause. They glue an independent 
clause with a dependent clause. Out of all the conjunctions, subordinating conjunctions are the most tricky to 
follow and identify. 


Note: 


‘Independent clause’ is a clause that does not need any other clause to complete the sentence. They are 
independent on their own. ‘She did not study’ is an independent clause. 
‘Dependent clause’ is a clause that needs a clause or a sentence to support its completion. ‘Because she did 


not study’ is a dependent clause. 


Few examples of Subordinating conjunctions are: Although, though, however, as, as long as, once, since, when, 


while, if, where.

We talked about the 
movies and drama while we ate. ‘We talked about the movies and drama’ is an independent clause. “While we ate’ 
is an additive to the sentence. ‘while’ supports or ‘adds’, hence, subordinating conjunction. It is believed that 


‘Because’ never begins a sentence. ‘Because’ is a ‘subordinating sentence’ and begins a sentence. 


Common Mistake: ‘Therefore’ is not a connector. It is mistaken as a conjunction.

Correlative Conjunctions: 


Name them as “Tag-team’ conjunctions or ‘Split conjunctions’, the work they do is the same! They get their names 
from the fact that they work together. They split themselves in a sentence and conjoin themselves with different 


parts of a sentence to make them relative. Examples of Correlative Conjunction 
Either...or: expresses a choice between two subjects/objects. 
Example: Either he or she works meticulously. 
Neither...nor: expresses a negation between choice/choices. 
Example: Neither he nor she works meticulously. 
No sooner ...than: One thing happened immediately another. 
Example: No sooner did she arrive home than he came. 
Scarcely/Hardly/Rarely/Barely...when/before: The same idea expressed further.

Conjunctions are cohesive devices.

Rules While Using Conjunction 


Rule #1: Rule of Comma 


, Always use a comma before the coordinating conjunctions when it is used to connect two independent 


clauses. 
Example: Tom walked his dog, and he grabbed the mail. 
When using a coordinating conjunction to connect two items, do not use a comma. 


Example: Tom walked his dog and grabbed the main. 


When using a coordinating conjunction to list the items, the usage of a comma before coordinating 


conjunction is optional. 
Example: She can cook potatoes, tomatoes, and carrots. She can cook potatoes, tomatoes and carrots. 
Rule #2: The conjunction ‘Both’ is followed by ‘And’. 
Example: Both eggs and ham are a staple food of western culture. 
Rule #3: Usage of ‘LEST’ Lest is used when in a sentence a speaker thinks to avoid something. 
Example: Don’t push people too hard lest you hurt relationships. 


Rule #4: Usage of ‘so..as’ ‘So..as’ as a conjunction is used to show similarity between two objects, people, or 


subjects. This combination is used in negative sentences only. 
Example: She is not so intelligent as her sister is. 


Rule #5: Usage of ‘as..as’ ‘as..as’ as a conjunction is used to show the similarity between two objects, people, or 


subjects. Unlike “so...as” this combination can be used in both positive and negatives sentences 

Example: She is as intelligent as her sister is. She is not as intelligent as her sister is. 

Rule #6: That ‘Lest’ should follow ‘should’ or ‘first form of the verb’ 

Example: Walk carefully lest he may fall. 

Rule #7: Unless and Until — Unless it is action oriented. Until is time oriented. 

Example: She will not succeed unless she works hard for it. She will not be able to leave home until they return. 
Rule #8: If/Whether In a sentence, to mention doubt or confusion, the statement is joined by if or whether.

Example: I am doubtful whether he will come back. I am not sure if he will come back. 
Rule #9: That In a sentence, to mention surety, the statement is joined by “That” 
Example: I am sure that he will come back. I know that he will not pass this exam. 


Rule #10: Usage of ‘Not only..but also’, ‘no sooner...then’, ‘Hardly..when’ These correlative 


conjunctions to be followed in their definite pairs only. 


Example: Not only she but also he planned for a movie. No sooner did she arrive than they came back. ‘ Hardly 


had I completed my lesson when my friends came.

The given 
sentence has 2 simple sentences joined by the conjunction ‘so’.[ which is used to show cause, result] However, 
according to the context of the sentence, it should be ‘but’ as the first part talks about going to meet and 

the second part about him not being present. As both are contrasting, the correct conjunction will be ‘but’. The 


correct sentence is—We went to meet him but he wasn’t at home. 
Q8: Unless you do not register your car it will have to be scrapped. 


Solution: ‘Unless’ means ‘if not’— since it is negative, adding another negative ‘not’ is grammatically incorrect.

They may join two similar parts of speech, such as two adjectives, 
two verbs, or two nouns. Conjunctions may also connect two clauses. Coordinating conjunctions unite two independent 
clauses and subordinating conjunctions join one dependent clause and one independent clause.

Coordinating conjunctions are words that conjoin sentences with sentences, phrases with phrases, clauses with 
clauses, subjects with subjects. The examples of correlative conjunctions are: For, and, nor, but, or, yet, so.

Exception: Commas should not be used after coordinating conjunctions to open the sentence unless an 


interrupter immediately follows. 
Memory Tip 


Ensure that coordinating conjunction is immediately followed by the main clause. Do not begin a sentence with 


coordinating conjunction. Example: 


Incorrect: But I don’t like tea, I like coffee. 


Correct: I don’t like tea, but I like coffee.

Subordinating Conjunctions: 


Subordinating conjunctions allow and introduce a subordinating or dependent clause. They glue an independent 
clause with a dependent clause. Out of all the conjunctions, subordinating conjunctions are the most tricky to 
follow and identify. 


Note: 


‘Independent clause’ is a clause that does not need any other clause to complete the sentence. They are 
independent on their own. ‘She did not study’ is an independent clause. 
‘Dependent clause’ is a clause that needs a clause or a sentence to support its completion. ‘Because she did 


not study’ is a dependent clause. 


Few examples of Subordinating conjunctions are: Although, though, however, as, as long as, once, since, when, 


while, if, where.

Structure For Subordinating Conjunctions To Use In A Sentence 


i Independent clause + Subordinating clause + Dependent clause 


Conjunction + Dependent clause + Independent clause 


Exception: ‘Subordinating conjunctions’ and ‘Relative pronouns’ are often confused with. Subordinating 


conjunctions do not act as the subject of a dependent clause, relative pronouns do. 


To explain this, ‘John is the boy who came last night to the party’ John is the boy is an independent clause Who 
came last night to the party is a dependent clause ‘who’ relates, hence, is a relative pronoun. We talked about the 
movies and drama while we ate. ‘We talked about the movies and drama’ is an independent clause. “While we ate’ 
is an additive to the sentence. ‘while’ supports or ‘adds’, hence, subordinating conjunction. It is believed that 


‘Because’ never begins a sentence. ‘Because’ is a ‘subordinating sentence’ and begins a sentence. 


Common Mistake: ‘Therefore’ is not a connector. It is mistaken as a conjunction.

Correlative Conjunctions: 


Name them as “Tag-team’ conjunctions or ‘Split conjunctions’, the work they do is the same! They get their names 
from the fact that they work together. They split themselves in a sentence and conjoin themselves with different 


parts of a sentence to make them relative. Examples of Correlative Conjunction 
Either...or: expresses a choice between two subjects/objects. 
Example: Either he or she works meticulously. 
Neither...nor: expresses a negation between choice/choices. 
Example: Neither he nor she works meticulously. 
No sooner ...than: One thing happened immediately another. 
Example: No sooner did she arrive home than he came. 
Scarcely/Hardly/Rarely/Barely...when/before: The same idea expressed further. 
Example: Scarcely had I come home when my parents reached. 
Whether...or: When two alternatives are possible. 


Example: Whether my parents or Sally’s parents will go on a vacation. 


Not only...but also: Considering both the options. 


Example: Not only John but also Mary has decided to be determined about it.

Structure of Correlative 


When using ‘Not only...but also’, sentence parallelism of construction should be kept in mind. Example 


(Incorrect) He is not only intelligent but he also has a great sense of humour. 


(Correct) He is not only intelligent but also humorous. 


(The sentence parallelism construction on the basis of Tenses) To identify correlative conjunction, look for the 


split in a sentence. 


Note: ‘Compound conjunctions’ are called compounds as they are made of the assimilation of two or more 
conjunctions. The examples of Compound conjunctions in English grammar are: ‘as much as’, ‘as soon as’, ‘As 


well as’. 


Adverbial Conjunction

Points To Remember While Using Conjunctions 


Conjunctions are cohesive devices. 

Conjunctions are 3 in usage, and 5 on the basis of semantic structure. 

Correlative conjunctions are always used and identified in pairs. 

Compound conjunctions are made of the assimilation of two or more conjunctions. 
Coordinating conjunctions can be recognized as ‘F.A.N.B.O.YS.’ 

Correlative conjunctions to be used with the same part of speech. 

Conjunctions are used as Additives, Adversatives, Casual, and Sequential. 
Conjunctions and Connectors are two different concepts to study. 


Adverbial conjunctions relate to two or more sequential statements.

Rules While Using Conjunction 


Rule #1: Rule of Comma 


, Always use a comma before the coordinating conjunctions when it is used to connect two independent 


clauses. 
Example: Tom walked his dog, and he grabbed the mail. 
When using a coordinating conjunction to connect two items, do not use a comma. 


Example: Tom walked his dog and grabbed the main. 


When using a coordinating conjunction to list the items, the usage of a comma before coordinating 


conjunction is optional. 
Example: She can cook potatoes, tomatoes, and carrots. She can cook potatoes, tomatoes and carrots. 
Rule #2: The conjunction ‘Both’ is followed by ‘And’. 
Example: Both eggs and ham are a staple food of western culture. 
Rule #3: Usage of ‘LEST’ Lest is used when in a sentence a speaker thinks to avoid something. 
Example: Don’t push people too hard lest you hurt relationships. 


Rule #4: Usage of ‘so..as’ ‘So..as’ as a conjunction is used to show similarity between two objects, people, or 


subjects. This combination is used in negative sentences only. 
Example: She is not so intelligent as her sister is. 


Rule #5: Usage of ‘as..as’ ‘as..as’ as a conjunction is used to show the similarity between two objects, people, or 


subjects. Unlike “so...as” this combination can be used in both positive and negatives sentences 

Example: She is as intelligent as her sister is. She is not as intelligent as her sister is. 

Rule #6: That ‘Lest’ should follow ‘should’ or ‘first form of the verb’ 

Example: Walk carefully lest he may fall. 

Rule #7: Unless and Until — Unless it is action oriented. Until is time oriented. 

Example: She will not succeed unless she works hard for it. She will not be able to leave home until they return. 
Rule #8: If/Whether In a sentence, to mention doubt or confusion, the statement is joined by if or whether. 


For details on the Para Jumbles, refer to the linked article. 


Example: I am doubtful whether he will come back. I am not sure if he will come back. 
Rule #9: That In a sentence, to mention surety, the statement is joined by “That” 
Example: I am sure that he will come back. I know that he will not pass this exam. 


Rule #10: Usage of ‘Not only..but also’, ‘no sooner...then’, ‘Hardly..when’ These correlative 


conjunctions to be followed in their definite pairs only. 


Example: Not only she but also he planned for a movie. No sooner did she arrive than they came back. ‘ Hardly 


had I completed my lesson when my friends came. 


Rule #11: After rather/other, than follows After the usage of Rather and Other, than always follow in a 


sentence. 


Example: I would rather die than beg. 


Rule #12: ‘Seldom or never’/‘Seldom if ever’ instead ‘seldom or ever’/ ‘seldom if never’ ‘Seldom or 
never’ and ‘Seldom if ever’ are definite constructions. Using ‘Seldom or ever’ or ‘seldom if never’ is an incorrect 


usage. 
Example: The national networks seldom or never telecast good programs. 
Rule #13: Between.......and Often mistaken with the preposition “to” 
Example: This train runs between Delhi and Mumbai. 


Rule #14: What with......and This combination is used to introduce the part of a sentence that indicates the 


cause of something 

Example: What with school and sports, she’s always busy. 

Rule #15: Although/Though......yet/, Used to mention contraction 
Example: Though Rahul Gandhi is opulent yet is unpopular among youths. 
Rule #16: Such......that 


Example: The teacher looked at the boy in such anger that he began to cry.

both sweet-natured and intelligent.

Solution: ‘Wherever’ is a subordinating conjunction. A subordinating conjunction joins a simple sentence to an 
incomplete clause which depends on it to make complete sense. Some other subordinating conjunctions are— 
because, before, after, when since etc. The main clause is —‘I went for a walk’ and the subordinating clause is ‘it 
was early morning’ they are joined by ‘wherever’. The conjunction does not fit the context [as it can mean— in any 
place there was early morning]. The conjunction that will be right here is— ‘as’ / ‘because’ / ‘since’. The correct 


sentence can be written as — 


Since it was early in the morning, I went for a walk. 
>, Because it was early in the morning, I went for a walk. 
As it was early in the morning, I went for a walk. 


Q7: We went to meet him so he wasn’t at home. 


Solution: The conjunction ‘so’ is a coordinating conjunction. F-A-N-B-O-Y-S [ for-and-nor-but-or-yet-so] 
Coordinating conjunctions join the clauses of the same rank. i.e. a simple sentence to a simple sentence. The given 
sentence has 2 simple sentences joined by the conjunction ‘so’.[ which is used to show cause, result] However, 
according to the context of the sentence, it should be ‘but’ as the first part talks about going to meet and 

the second part about him not being present. As both are contrasting, the correct conjunction will be ‘but’. The 


correct sentence is—We went to meet him but he wasn’t at home. 
Q8: Unless you do not register your car it will have to be scrapped. 


Solution: ‘Unless’ means ‘if not’— since it is negative, adding another negative ‘not’ is grammatically incorrect. 
The given sentence has— ‘unless...not’ The given sentence can be written correctly in two ways: 1—Unless you 


register your car it will have to be scrapped. 2- If you do not register your car it will have to be scrapped.

Common nouns are words used to 
name general items rather than specific 


ones. 


city 
university 
artist 


Other Kinds of Noun 


Countable and Uncountable Nouns 


Countable nouns can be singular or 
plural (e.g. animal/animals, cat/cats, 
man/men, child/children) or simply anything 
that can be counted whether singular — a 
dog, a house, a friend, etc. or plural — a few 
books, lots of orange, etc. 

For example: 
These are at least twenty Filipino restaurants 
country. 


Other Kinds of Noun | 


Anything that cannot be counted 
is called uncountable noun. Even 
though uncountable nouns are not 
individual objects, they are always 
singular and one must always use 
Singular verbs, in conjunction with 
uncountable nouns. 


For example: 
Let's get rid of the garbage. 


Other Kinds of Noun 


Concrete noun can be defined as 
" the name of an object which may be 
perceived by one or more of the five 
senses. 
For example: 

He loves playing drums. 


Other Kinds of Noun | 


Abstract nouns are words that name 
things that are not concrete. Your five 
physical senses cannot detect an abstract 
noun — you cant see it, smell it, taste It, 
hear it, or touch it. In essence, an abstract 
noun Is a quality, a concept, an idea, or 
maybe even an event. 
For example: 

The Filipinos cried for Liberty. 


Other Kinds of Noun | 
Viass nouns are uncountable by a number. 
Mass nouns are quantified by a word that signifies 
amount. 
A few examples: 
«Vaterials, food, metals, and natural qualities: 
bread, cotton, wood, lightness, adolescence 
“Names of liquids, gases, and substances made 
of many small particles: cappuccino, oil, smoke, 
oxygen, rice, sugar, salt, cement, gravel 
"Names of languages: English, Spanish, French, 
Latin, Sanskrit, Chinese 
Remember 
*a number cannot be used to quantify a mass noun. 
Incorrect: four woods, one rice, three courages. 


Other Kinds of Noun 


Count nouns are nouns that can be 

quantified or counted with a number. 

For example: 
Names of persons, animals, plants, 
insects, and their parts: a boy, a kitten, 
a rose, an ear 
Objects with a definite shape: a 
building, a balloon, an octopus, four 
buildings, four houses, two octop! 
Units of measurement and words of 
classification: a gram, a pound, a piece, 
an item. 


Other Kinds of Noun : 


Collective nouns are names for a 
collection or a number of people or things. 
Words like group, herd, and array are 
collective noun examples. 


Examples: 
**Our class took a field trip to the natural 
history museum. 
“We waited anxiously for the jury to come 
to a verdict. 


Other Kinds of Noun 
List of Common Collective Nouns 

"Herd —Agroup of herbivore animals 

=Pack —A group of canine animals such

Other Kinds of Noun 


Compound nouns are words for 
people, animals, places, things, or 
ideas, made up of two or more words. 
Most compound nouns are made with 
nouns that have been modified by 
adjectives or other nouns. 

Compound nouns can either be 
separated, hyphenated, or combined. 


Genders of Nouns 


Gender tells us about the sex of the noun. 
Noun has three genders, masculine, feminine, 
and neuter. 
"Masculine gender 

refers to a male character or member of a 
species. 
“Feminine gender 

refers to a female member of a species. 
«Neuter gender 

refers to a member of a species which is 
neither a male nor a female(lifeless objects) 


Genders of Nouns

Cases of Nouns | 


Nominative case 

A noun Is said to be in the Nominative 
case if it is the subject of a verb. (SUBJECT 
is the person or the thing who or which 
carries out the action of the verb in the 
sentence) 
Example: 

| am buying vegetables for my family. 
‘l" is a pronoun in Nominative case. 


Cases of Nouns | 


Objective case 

Nouns or pronouns are said to be In 
Objective cases if they are the direct objects 
of verbs or if they are the objects of 
preposition. (Direct object is the person or 
the thing upon whom or upon which the 
action of the verb Is carried out). 
Examples: 

= The book is on the table. 
Table" is in objective case. 


Cases of Nouns 


Possessive case 
A noun is said to be in possessive 
case, if it denotes possession or ownership. 
A noun or pronoun in the possessive case is 
governed by the noun that follows it. 
Example: 
«John's sister has been hospitalized. 
“John's” is in possessive case.

Understanding Pronouns — | 


What is a Pronoun? 


A Pronoun is a word that 
replaces a noun. It_ identifies 
persons, places, things, and ideas 
without restating them. In narrow 
sense, pronouns are used to avoid 
repeatedly using a noun. 


Understanding Pronouns — | 


For example: 

Daniel is one of the promising 
actors of his generation. He is well-known 
for his charismatic appeal. 


(In this sentence, we use the pronouns he 
and_his to substitute for the noun Daniel. 
Hence, it avoids redundantly using the noun.) 


Understanding Pronouns — | 


Along with the pronoun is the 
ANTECEDENT. An antecedent is a 
word for which a pronoun stands. 


For example: 
Aldrin brought his book to school. 


(In this sentence, Aldrin is the antecedent of 
AIS)

A pronoun is in nominative 
case when it is used as a 
PREDICATE NOMINATIVE (also 
known as Subject Complement) 
after any form of the verb (is, am, 
are, was, were, been) and other 
linking verbs. 


Cases of Pronouns

The Objective Case 


A. The Objective case is used 
as Direct object of a verb. 
Example: 

Joey summoned her. 

(In this example, the pronoun me is

B. The objective case is used as 
object of a preposition. 


Example: 

The teacher complained that he 
never reported to him. 

(In this sentence, the pronoun him

Relative Pronoun 

is not only a pronoun but also a 
connecting word. Because a relative pronoun 
connects the subordinate clause to the main 
cause, It Is also called conjunctive pronoun

favorite of them all.

Compound preposition 


Compound prepositions are used to join two 
nouns, pronouns or phrases. Some of the compound 
prepositions are about, across, among, beside, before, 
above, along, inside, between, around, behind, below, 
beneath, etc. 


For example: 


My city is located between two mountains. 


| will finish the lunch before 12 o'clock. 
| want to know about my former teacher 


more. 


Phrase preposition 


Prepositional phrases are groups of 
words having prepositions indicating 
relationships among various elements in the 
sentence. Some of the phrase prepositions 
are according to, an account of, in spite of, in 
front of, for the sake of, in order to, by means 
of, with reference to, in addition to, due to, 
etc. 


For example: 
| work hard in order to maintain 
my position in the class. 


Participle preposition 


A participle preposition is a participle (like an, 
ed, or ing verb) which acts as a preposition such as 
assuming, considering, barring, given, concerning, 
notwithstanding, pending, during, regarding, 
respected, provided, etc. 

For example: 

| get sick during summer season. 
| would like to 
speech regarding healthy food. 
My project work is still pending. 
| think | can pass the exam 
easily considering my hard work. 


Double preposition | 


Double prepositions are words having two 
prepositions (joined together to make a whole new 
one) such as into, onto, outside of, out of, within, 
from behind, because of, etc. 

For example: 

We need to solve three questions out 
of five. 

We won the game just because of 
Ronnie. 

| need to complete my 
project within four days. 


Preposition of place 


Prepositions of place are used to show the 
place where something is located such as at, in, on, 
while, during, near, over, under, between, behind, 
eic. 

For example: 

Dog Is on the floor. 

My home ts near to the office. 

My home is behind the metro station. 

Mom Is in the room. 


Preposition of time 


Prepositions of time are used to 
indicate time of an action or time relationship 
between nouns in the sentence. Such as at, 
to, in, etc. 

For example: 

| go to school daily at nine 
oO clock. 
My result gets declared in March. 


Preposition of direction 


Prepositions of direction are used to 
indicate direction of someone or something 
in the sentence such as over, under, to, on, 
into, in, onto, agit left, etc. 


It's time to go to school. 
The train is going into the tunnel. 
We are going over the bridge. 


Object of 
prepositions 


= The object of a preposition is the noun or pronoun 
governed by a preposition. 

= The object of a preposition is usually but not always 
the noun or pronoun immediately to the right of 
the preposition. 

«Prepositions often begin prepositional phrases. To 
complete the phrase, the preposition usually teams 
up with a noun, pronoun, or gerund, or the object of 
the preposition. 

«In English grammar, the object of a preposition is 
a noun, noun phrase, or pronoun that follows 
a preposition and completes its meaning. The object 
of a preposition is in the objective case.

What is a Conjunction? 


= A conjunction is a part of speech that is used to connect 
words, phrases, clauses or sentences. Conjunctions are 
considered to be invariable grammar particle, and they may or 
may not stand between Items they conjoin. 


Conjunction Rules | 


There are few important rules for using conjunctions. Remember 
them and you will find that your writing flows better: 


e Conjunctions are for connecting thoughts, actions, and ideas as 
well as nouns, clauses, and other parts of speech. 


« For example: Mary went to the supermarket and bought oranges 
e Conjunctions are useful for making lists. 


"For example: We made pancakes, eggs and coffee for the 
breakfast. 


e When using conjunctions make sure that all parts of your 
sentences agree. 


= For example: “| work busily yet am careful" does not agree. “ | work 
busily yet carefully" shows agreement.

Coordinating Conjunction 


Coordinating conjunctions coordinate or join two or more sentences, main 
clauses, words, or other parts of speech which are of the same syntactic 
importance. Also known as coordinators, coordinating conjunctions are used to 
give equal emphasis to a pair of main clauses. 


Coordinating Conjunction Rules 


As there are only seven of these words there are just a few rules for using 
coordinating conjunction correctly. 


i. Its a good idea to use the mnemonic “FANBOYS" to memorize 
coordinating conjunctions so you'll never forget them. They are: 


« F=for 
°e A=and 
» WN=nor 
e B= but 
» O-=or 
« Y=yet 
* S=s0 


2. Coordinating conjunctions always connect phrases, words and clauses. For 
example: this batch of the mushroom stew is a savory and delicious. 


3. Some instructors warn that starting a sentence with a coordinating 
conjunctions is incorrect. Mostly this is because they are attempting to help 
prevent you from writing fragments rather than complete sentences; 
sometimes though, it's just a personal preference. The fact is, you can begin 
sentences with coordinating conjunctions as long as you follow these three 
rules for doing so: 


*« Ensure that the coordinating conjunction is immediately followed by a main 
clause. 

e Don't use coordinating conjunctions to begin of all your sentences. Do so 
only when it makes your writing more effective. 

e Although commas typically follow coordinating conjunctions used in areas 
other the beginning of the sentence, they should not be used after 
coordinating conjunction used to open sentences unless an interrupter 
immediately follows.

(independent) and the other being subordinate (dependent). 


* There is only one rule to remember about using subordinate 


conjunctions: 


= A subordinate conjunction performs two functions within a sentence. First, 
it illustrates the importance of the independent clause. Second, it provides a 


transition between two ideas in the same sentence. 
= The transition always indicates a place, time, or cause and 


effect relationship. For example: We looked in the metal canister, 
where Ginger often hides her candy.

Correlative Conjunctions 
What is a correlative conjunction? 
® As suggested by their name, 


correlative conjunctions correlate, working in pairs to join 
phrases or words that carry equal importance within a 
sentence. Like many of the most interesting parts of speech, 
correlative conjunctions are fun to use. At the same time, 
there are some important rules to remember for using them

When using correlative conjunctions, ensure verbs agree so 
your sentences make sense. For example: Every 
night, either loud music or fighting neighbors wake John 
from his sleep. 


When you use a correlative conjunction, you must be sure 
that pronouns agree. For 
example: Neither Debra nor Sally expressed her 
annoyance when the cat broke the antique lamp. 


When using correlative conjunctions, be sure to keep 
parallel structure intact. Equal grammatical units need to be 
incorporated into the entire sentence. For example: Not 
only did Mary grill burgers for Michael, but she also fixed a 
steak for her dog, Vinny.

Personal pronouns represent specific people or 
things.

ATTENTION 

The word "that" has four main functions: 
1. demonstrative pronoun or adjective: 
That book /s good. 

2. relative pronoun: 

Anything that you remember could help a 
lot. 

3. conjunction: 

He said that he had been there before. 

4. adverb: 

The snow was that high. 


-Do not confuse demonstrative pronouns with 
demonstrative adjectives. They are identical, buta 
demonstrative pronoun stands alone, 

while a demonstrative adjective qualifies a noun. 
-That smells. (demonstrative pronoun) 

-That book is good. (demonstrative adjective + noun) 


Normally we use demonstrative pronouns for things 
only. But we can use them for people when the 
person is identified. Look at these examples: 

-This is Josef speaking. Is that Mary? 

-That sounds like John 


We use interrogative pronouns to ask questions. The 
interrogative pronoun represents the thing that we don't 
know (what we are asking the question about). 

There are four main interrogative pronouns: who, whom, 
what, which . 


-The possessive pronoun whose can 
also be an interrogative pronoun (an 
interrogative possessive pronoun). 


Examples: 


Whom did you 


tell? 


What's An accident's 
happened? happened. 


- Arelative pronoun is a pronoun that introduces 
a relative clause. It is called a "relative" pronoun 
because it "relates" to the word that it modifies. 


There are five relative pronouns: who, whom, whose, 
which, that. 
Who (subject) and whom (object) are generally only for 
people. Whose is for possession. Which is for things. That 
can be used for people, and things and as subject and 
object in defining relative clauses. 


Relative pronouns can refer to singular or plural, and 
there is no difference between male and female. 


Examples: 
- The person who phoned me last night is 


my teacher. 


- The car which hit me was yellow. 


- The person whom | phoned last 

night is my teacher. 

- The car, whose driver jumped out just 
before the accident, was completely 
destroyed 


- We use reciprocal pronouns when 
each of two or more subjects is 
acting in the same way towards the 
other. 


There are only two reciprocal pronouns, and 
they are both two words: 

- each other 

- one another 


- When we use these reciprocal pronouns: 


there must be two or more people, things or groups 
involved (so we cannot use reciprocal pronouns with I, 
you [singular], he/she/it), and 
they must be doing the same thing 

Examples: 

- John and Mary love each other. 

- The ten prisoners were all blaming 

one another. 

- Why don't you believe each other? 


INDEFINITE 
PRONOUN 


An indefinite pronoun does 
not refer to any specific 
person, thing or amount. It 
is vague and ‘not definite”. 
Some typical indefinite 
pronouns are:

Most indefinite pronouns are either singular or plural. 
However, some of them can be singular in one context and 
plural in another. 


Notice that : A singular pronoun takes a singular 
verb AND that any personal pronoun should also 
agree (in number and gender). 

- All is forgiven. 

- All have arrived. 


- We can start the meeting because everybody 
has arrived.

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Determiners are used in front of nouns to indicate whether you are 
referring to something specific or something of a particular type. 


Determiners are words that are used with nouns: 


* to define something or someone 

* to state the amount of people, things or other nouns 
* to state possessives 

" to state something or someone is specific 

* to state how things or people are distributed 

* to state the difference between nouns 

= to state someone or something is not specific 


There are different types of determiners. The type of determiner depends on 
the type of noun. 


“Singular nouns always need a determiner. 
“Plural nouns the determiner is optional. 
*Uncountable nouns the determiner is also optional. 


There are about 50 different determiners in the English language 
they include: 


Articles ; a, an, the 
Demonstreatives ° this, that, these, those, which etc. 


Possessives : my, your, our, their, his, hers, whose, my friend's, our friends’, etc. 


Quantifiers. ‘ few, a few, many, much, each, every, some, any etc. 


Numbers : one, two, three, twenty, forty 


Ordinals : first, second, 1st 2nd, 3rd, last, next, etc. 


You use a specific determiner when people know exactly which 
thing (s) or person/people you are talking about. 
The specific determiners are: 


the definite article (the), Demonstratives, possessives 


"The dog barked at the boy." 
"These apples are rotten.” 
"Their bus was late.” 


You use general determiners to talk about people or things without saying 
exactly who or what they are. 
The general determiners are: 


the indefinite articles (a, an), a few, a little, all ,another any, both ,each etc 
For example: 
"A man sat under an umbrella." 
"Have you got any English books that | could have?" 
“There is enough food to feed everyone.” 


Neither 


Either and neither are used in sentences concerning a 
possible choice between two items. 
Either can mean one or the other (of two) or each of two. 


['Ve got tea and coffee, so you can have either. (One or the other) 
The room has a door at either end. (Both) 


Neither means not the first one and not the second one.

E.g. No sooner had he solved the riddle than he was applauded.

If two subjects add with ‘“‘as well as, with, alongwith, together with, and not, in addition to, 
but, besides, except, rather than, accompanied by, like, unlike, no lessthan, nothing but” 
then verb will use according to first subject.

1.Ram as well as his parents is coming. 
2.The captain along with the sailors was drowned. 
3.My father unlike my uncles is very strict. 


Rule 4 


If use of Article only with 1%t Subject then it means only one man or object. So Singular Verb 
will use. e.g. 
1) A white and black gown was bought by her. 
2) Churchil was a great orator and a great politician of his time. (Incorrect) 

Churchil was a great orator and politician of his time. (Correct) 
But if use of Article with every Subject means different subjects and objects. So use Plural 
Verb. 


E.g. 
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The director and the producer have come. (Correct) 


Rule 5 


If two subject add with ‘neither....nor, either.....or, not only....but also, nor, or and none- 
but,’ then verb will be according to nearest subject. 
E.g. 


1.Neither Ram nor Sham has come. 
2.Either Ram or his friends have come. 
3.Has Ram or Sham come? 


Rule 6 


‘Neither of’....means ‘no one from two’. 
‘none of’ ....means ‘no one from more than two’. 


E.g. 


Neither of his four sons looked after him. (Incorrect) 
None of his four sons looked after him. (Correct)

E.g.

Rule 7 


Some noun by form its plural, but by meaning it is singular. With this we use singular verb.

Note- If Statistics use as data, Mathematics use as Calculation and Politics use as Political 
views then its use will be plural. e.g. 

Statistics have revealed multiple scams in the organization of commonwealth games. 


Rule 8 

In a sentence a verb is according to the main subject. We usually place it with according to its 
nearest subject, but it is wrong. 

E.g. 

1) The quality of apples is good. 

2) He and not his parents is guilty. 


3) The appeal of the victims for the transfer of the cases related to riots to some other states has 
been accepted. 


Rule 9 


With Collective noun always use Singular Verb. 
E.g. 


1) The herd of cows is grazing in the field. 
2) The committee has unanimously taken its decision. 


Note:- But if there is some problem in Collective Noun or each person is mention then use 
plural verb. 


E.g. 


1) The jury are divided in their opinion. 
2) The audience have taken their seats.

Note:- If after cardinal adjectives (one, two, three, four,... etc.) plural noun use and with 
plural noun shows certain amount, certain weight, certain period, certain distance, certain 
height then singular verb will use.

Rule 11 


If any Relative Pronoun(Who, which, that etc.) use to add a Subject and a Verb, 
then Verb would be according to that Subject which is antecedent to that Relative Pronoun.

Always understand the meaning of the sentence. Second sentence meaning is ‘I am not from 
those people, who believe on that whom they meet.’

Each, Every, Everyone, Someone, Somebody, Nobody, None, One, Any, Many a, More than 
one means singular from their meaning. With this Singular verb, Singular noun, Singular 
Adjective & Singular noun use.

2. ADVERBS OF PLACE 


Adverbs of place tell us the place where something happens. They answer the question ‘where?’ 
An adverb of place mainly modifies verbs. 


e Please sit here. (Where should I sit?) 
e They looked everywhere. (Where did they looked?) 
e Two cars were parked outside. (Where were two cars parked?) 


3. ADVERBS OF TIME 


Adverbs of time tell us something about the time that something happens. They answer the 
question ‘when?’ Adverbs of Time mainly modify verbs. 


e Hecame yesterday. (When did he came?) 

e [want it now. (When do I want it? ) or they can answer the question ‘how often?’ 
e They deliver the newspaper daily. (How often do they deliver the newspaper?) 

e We sometimes watch a movie.(How often do we watch a movie?) 


4. ADVERBS OF DEGREE 
Adverbs of degree tell us the degree or extent to which something happens. They answer the 


question "how much?’ or ‘to what degree?’ Adverbs of degree can modify verbs, Adjectives or 
other Adverbs. 


e She entirely agrees with him. (How much does she agree with him?) 

e Mary is very beautiful. (To what degree is Mary beautiful? How beautiful is Mary?) 

e He drove quite dangerously. (To what degree did he drive dangerously? How dangerously 
did he drive?) 


5. ADVERBS OF FREQUENCY 
Adverbs of frequency tell us how many times the action occurs or occurred or will occur. 


Examples: Rarely, daily, sometimes, often, seldom, usually, frequently, always, ever, 
generally, monthly, yearly. 


She never smokes. 

He is always late for class. 

They always come in time. 

Barking dogs seldom bite. 

The employees are paid monthly. 
The employees are paid every month. 
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superlatives. 


COMPARISON OF ADVERBS

Verbs in general :- Look, seem, appear, resemble, cost, require, become, hope, refuse 


Some nouns look plural and they are always used as plurals :

Some nouns are used always as singular form. These are uncountable 
nouns and therefore we don’t use article a/an before them. 

Scenery, poetry, Furniture, Advice, information, hair, business, mischief, bread, stationary, 
crockery, luggage, baggage, postage, knowledge, wastage, money, Jewellery, breakage, 
equipment, work, evidence, word(when it means discussion, message or conversation), paper etc. 
Some nouns are same in both singular and plural forms :-
